Gathered at the Great Copper Camps 
of Graham County Arizona.

Tho writer made a flying trip to 
Clifton, Tuesday, 
roturning 
Wed 
nesday of last weok. 
Alter supper, in company 
witn 
Miss Jones, of Safford, wo proceed 
ed to view tho plant ol tho Arizona 
Copper Co, by electric light. After 
crossing tho long suspension foot 
bridge, wo took 
a peep into 
tho 
largo froo library 
room furnished 
by tho A. C. company for tho 
ac- 
commodation 
of 
its 
employees, 
then past tho ofllces of this 
com- 
pany whero all tho business 
is 
Wo first stoppod at tho 
power room whoio 
fivo powerful 
engines aro running tho dynamos, 
generating 
power for nearly 
tho 
wholo plant, then 
over 
in an 
ad- 
joining room, a powerful 
ongino 
running a blower, 
furnishing 
tho 
air for tho blast furnaces. 
From 
this point 
wo meandoied 
to the 
converters, 
whero tho matto as it 
comes from tho smelters is worked 
over, and pigs of copper 
98 por 
cont puro is produced. 
Tho 
com- 
pany has 
threo converters 
burn 
ing at ono time, with a capacity of 
betweon live and six tons ol matte 
each, these converters 
aro refilled 
ovcry two and a half hours. 
Tho 
converter room is supplied 
with a 
crane having a capacity of G0,000 
lb's. 
It is ono of tho largest made. 
From the smolters and converters 
wo climbed up to tho top of tho 
oio bins where tho oro trains from 
Longfellow 
and 
Motcalf 
dump 
from 800 to 1000 tons of oro every 
21 hours.

Says the Jinterprise: 
Finally tho 
supreme court of Arizona 
has ren- 
dered 
a water decision somewhat 
in harmony with law and equity, 
as in tho Slosser caso tho court de 
cides that water belongs to the peo 
plo and not to tho canal companies 
xno Jititerprtse 
has 
lor years 
con 
tended that tho function of a canal 
company is simply 
to carry 
tho 
water which belongs to tho ranch- 
er, from the river to his farm and 
that for such continuous service 
a 
reasonable price may 
bo charged 
as carry tolls. 
Something like one 
year ago, Judge Street, 
who used 
to be attorney for tho farmers, ren- 
dered the most damnablo opinion 
ever given on tho subject of water 
and its ownership. 
Tho supremo 
court has very wisely 
placed 
its 
mark 
of 
condemnation 
on 
his 
theory. 
In other states it has long 
been 
established that water 
onco 
applied to land for 
beneficial 
use, 
becomes an inseparable part there- 
of, thus being tho property of the 
farmer, not of the canal company. 
Of course, tho farmer's right ceases 
when tho water 
is not applied 
to 
beneficial 
use. 
It then belongs to 
tho next oldest appropriator 
on 
tho stream or water way.

On last Saturday night 
a 
tole-gra- m 
was received by 
Mr.

iamson, tho railroad agent, that tho 
freight rate on hay had

18th says,

Pingreo of Michigan died hero to- 
night at 11:55. 
His 
son 
was 
tho 
only one present at the time. 
Hazen Senter Pingreo was born 
at Denmark, 
Maine, 
in 1840. 
In 
1802 ho enlisted in tho First 
Mas- 
sachusetts 
Heavy 
Artillory 
and 
served until tho end of tho war 
when ho 
located 
in Dolroit, 
in tho 
manufacture 
of 
shoes. 
In 
1889 tho 
ropublican party 
nominated 
Pingreo 
for Mayor of Detroit 
and 
ho was 
elected by over 2,000 majority; he 
was re elected in 1891, '93 
and '95 
by increased majorities each 
time. 
In 1890 Mr. Pingreo was elected 
Governor of Michigan 
by 
83,000 
plurality, 
running 
ahead 
of tho 
national 
ticket 
by 
20,000 
votes. 
Ho was 
governor in 1898 
by about 
10,000 
plurality 
and 
served out his term which expiicd 
in 1900. 
Last March ho started on a trip 
to South Africa which resulted 
in 
his death in London.

Gathered at the Great Copper Camps 
of Graham County 'Arizona.

Tho writer madoa ilying trip to 
Clifton, Tuesday, 
roturning 
Wed- 
nesday of last week. 
Aftor supper, in company 
with 
Miss Jones, of Safford, wo proceed-ct- l 
to view tho plant of tho Arizona 
Copper Co, by olectrio light. After 
crossing tho long suspension foot 
bridge, wo took 
a poop 
into 
tho 
largo freo library 
room furnished 
by tho A. C. company for tho 
ac- 
commodation 
of 
its 
employees, 
then past tho offices of this 
com- 
pany whoro all tho business 
is 
Wo first stopped at tho 
power room whoro five powerful 
engines aro running tho dynamos, 
generating 
power for nearly 
tho 
whole plant, then 
over in an 
ad- 
joining room, 
a powerful 
engine 
running a blower, 
furnishing 
the 
air for tho blast furnaces. 
From 
this point 
wo meandered 
to tho 
convortors, 
where tho matto as it 
comes from tho smelters is worked 
over, and pigs of coppor 
98 por 
cent pure is produced. 
Tho 
com- 
pany has 
th co convortors 
burn 
ing at ono time, with a capacity of 
botweon five and six tons oi matto 
each, these converters 
aro rofillcd 
ovcry two and a half hours. 
Tho 
convorlor room is supplied 
with a 
crano having a capacity 
of 00,000 
lb's. 
It is ono of tho largest made. 
From tho smelters and converters 
wo climbed up to tho top of tho 
oro bius where tho oro trains from 
Longfellow 
and 
Motcalf 
dump 
from 800 to 1000 tons of oro ovcry 
21 hours. 
Through tho kindness of Mr. J. 
Green an engineer 
on tho "baby 
guagc," wo wore enabled to enjoy 
tho novel experience

TEXAS OIL AND THE TRUSTS. 


The feeling 
is becoming largely 
diffused that tho Standard Oil 
mo- 
nopoly is working 
to control 
tho 
Beaumont oil. 
It is understood, says tho Citizen, 
that tho great monopoly 
will 
bo 
able in tho future, 
as it has in tho 
past, to control 
all oil 
transporta- 
tions by rail; but tho proximity 
of 
the oil of this Southern belt to the 
navigable 
waters 
of tho 
Gulf of 
Moxico is one of disadvantage 
un- 
der which the monopoly 
labors. 
The sea belongs to tho world, and 
it cannot be controlled by any cor- 
poration. 
Oil can be shipped 
to 
ovory coastwise point and across 
tho seas in competition 
with the 
Standard 
Company, 
which 
can 
only hold monopoly 
of its inland 
trade. 
That the Standard Company can 
dominate Texas, after all tho 
hos- 
tile legislation 
and all the threats 
made against it, seems a most ridi- 
culous commentary 
on legislative 
and official weakness and the pow- 
er of money. 
It has always been 
found more 
advantageous 
to sell out than to 
fight a trust, and possibly 
that is 
what is the matter 
in tho Lone 
Star Stato. 


Fire in the Clifton 
Jail. 
About two a. in. Saturday morn- 
ing last, the people living 
in 
the 
vicinity of tho jail, were started by 
the cries of one of the prisoners for 
help. 
Upon inquiry it was ascer- 
tained that theie

the 
jail and that the inmates were

danger of suffocation.

they went in again and brought 
out threo prisoners,

of whom 
was nearly asphyxiated, 
but soon 
revived 
when 
brought

jure air. 
Upon investigation it was found 
that two of tho prisoners had been 
at work on the road 
during' tho 
day that one of their 
friends had 
slipped them 
sky 
rocked 
boose, 
and after making tho earlier hours 
of tho evening 
hideous by thoir

Says tho Enterprise: 
Finally tho 
supremo court of Arizona 
has ron 
derod 
a water decision somewhat 
in linrmotvy with 
law and equity, 
as in the Slossor case the court de 
cides that water belongs to the peo 
plo and not to the canal companies 
Tho Enterprise 
has for years 
con 
tended that tho function of a canal 
.company is simply 
to 
carry- - tho 
water which belongs to tho ranch- 
er, from the river to his farm 
and 
that for such continuous service 
a 
reasonable prico may 
bo charged 
as carry tolls. 
Something liko ono 
year ago, Judge Street, 
who used 
to bo nttornoy for tho farmers, ren- 
dered the most damnable opinion 
ever given on tho subject 
of water 
and its ownership. 
The supremo 
court has very wisoly 
placed 
its 
mark 
of 
condemnation 
on 
his 
theory. 
In othor states it has long 
been 
established that 
water 
onco 
applied to land for 
beneficial 
use, 
becomes an inseparable part there- 
of, thus boing the property of tho 
farmer, not of tho canal company. 
Of courso, tho farmer's right ceases 
when tho water 
is not applied 
to 
beneficial 
uso. 
It then belongs to
